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(Viewpoint from page 1) 
policy that is or is not going to occur. 


Two weeks ago, I commented on how 
we Apple // users have to stick to- 
gether and let Apple and the third 
party companies know that we sup- 
port the Apple // and they should 
also. I still believe that, but after 
jumping around the discussion 
sections in the Industry Connection, 
I see a lot of talk about “What the 
world owes us - Upgrades!” I guess 
my question is - Why? 


I still marvel at the world of 
computers and their users. We have 
a language all our own (actually 
quite a few different ones). We also 
have an attitude that’s “all our own”. 
We seem to feel that the industry 
owes us something. 


There are a lot of complaints going 
into discussion folders here. One 
person demands a IIgs motherboard 
upgrade. Another demands that all 
his Beagle Bros. products be 
upgraded. Another complains that 
he always ends up with outdated 
peripheral applications when a new 
version of the main one comes out, 
and he’s never going to buy another 
of a company’s products again. One 
thingI’ve noticed about a lot ofthese 
people: THEY LIKE TO SHOUT 
REAL LOUD AND _ LET 
EVERYBODY KNOW THAT THEY 
AIN’T GONNA TAKE ITNO MORE! 


When you purchase a cleaning 
product, the manufacturer doesn’t 
offer you an upgrade on the new and 
improved version when it comes out 
the next day. An automobile dealer 
doesn’t usually offer to take the car 
back because he can get you a new 
and improved version. In 1981, 
General Motors produced a V6 
engine that couldn’t get out of its 
own way. They modified the engine 
in 1983 and improved it 100 percent. 
I don’t remember General Motors 
calling me and saying that I could 
rundown tothe nearest Buick dealer 
and get a new engine. 


Let’s be realistic about this. There 
are three categories that can be 
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examined. 


1. The original product has flaws or 
problems that the manufacturer has 
fixed within a short (1 year?) time of 
the release. A good example of this 
would be AppleWorks GS 1.0 Ver- 
sion 2. Claris identified some prob- 
lems and made corrections. The 
upgrade was at no charge to regis- 
tered owners. (This is not the place 
to discuss whether or not the up- 
grade was an improvement.) 


2. The original product no longer 
runs due to a change in the System 
software. Many manufacturers will 
try to modify their programs to be 
compatible with the new System 
software as soon as possible. They 
may offer low cost upgrades to regis- 
tered owners. Think about it. They 
were not the ones who suddenly 
decided it was time to change the 
System, so why should they lose 
profits because of it. The third party 
manufacturers are usually the ones 
who get caught in the middle. 


3. Anew product, based onanold one 
is released. Let’s say that in 1993, 
Accolade releases “Really Mean 18”, 
a totally rewritten version of their 
original “Mean 18”. You’ve been us- 
ing “Mean 18” since 1988 and now 
you think that Accolade “owes” you 
the new version. Get out of here! 
Accolade doesn’t owe you a thing. 
You bought the product; you received 
whatever product support Accolade 
policy called for; you’ve used the 


_ product. If you want the new one, go 


stand in line like everyone else and 
buy it. 


As far as buying a computer, some- 
one complained that ifhe had known 
that the new 1 meg IIgs was coming 
out, he would have waited the extra 
three months. What about all of the 
people that bought //e’s just prior to 
the original IIgs release. They got 
hurt worse than someone who didn’t 
get the extra 768K. 


I'll let you in on a little secret. It’s 
called “marketing strategy” and 
that’s the way it is, in just about 
every business. It’s a fact of life.

Grade 1 through adult, plus how to 
think about spelling. The step by step 
spelling strategy teaches forming a 
picture in the learners minds eye. 
Three Universities found this program 
to improve spellers by over 51%. A 
spelling game included, and may be 
customized for specific tasks. Sug- 
gested retail price: $39.95. 


“Spelling Gallery” uses sound and 
graphics to teach spelling. The user 
corrects misspelled words by trans- 
forming them with a beam as they 
pass in an arcade. The computer in- 
creases in difficulty as it progresses. 
For grade levels 1 through adult. 
Suggested retail price: $34.95. 


“Math Strategy” teaches addition, 
subtraction, multiplication, and divi- 
sion by using an “effective strategy” 
for memorizing basic math.

Apple Computer 
Announces 1989-90 
School Grants 


Apple Computer has announced 
“Crossroads ,” a new grants program 
for educators developing computer- 
based interdisciplinary curriculums. 
The company is now accepting 
proposals for programs’ which 
encourages economically 
disadvantaged students to become 
more self-directed in their learning. 


If selected, Crossroads participants 
will receive equipment and cash to 
support curriculum development in 
preschool through high school grades 
in public and private schools across 
the United States. The programs 
must encourage interdisciplinary 
approaches to teaching traditional 
school subjects and studies involving 
school and community based 
experiences, plus create student- 
centered learning environments, in 
which teachers facilitate, rather than 
direct, students learning. 
Collaborations between these schools 
and colleges, universities or nonprofit 
organizations will be alsoconsidered. 


“This new cycle of grants builds on 
our grantees’ successes over the past 
three years,” explained Andrea 
Gooden, Apple Education Grants 
program officer. “Teachers in many 
different settings have shown that 
computers can change the outlook for 
students who are at risk of academic 
failure. Not only do these students 
learn important skills, but they also 
become excited about learning and,

SuperPatch 3.0 — for AW 2.0 & 2.1 (Public domain by John Link) 


There are three major improvements: 1) SuperPatch now recognizes 
which version of AppleWorks it is patching and adjusts its operations ac- 
cordingly. Thus, there will no longer be two versions of the SuperPatch, 
each aimed at a specific version of AW. SuperPatch 3.0 copes with both 
releases at the 2.x level; 2) Thanks to Stephen Weyhrich, SuperPatch will 
size the desktop for //e and //c folks who use slinky type RAMcards—see 
the description of that patch for more info; 3) SuperPatch will now patch 
SEG.PR for half-height sub/superscriptingif you are using an ImageWriter 
II. With these two new patches, SuperPatch now installs/de-installs 29 
patches on 8-bit AppleWorks. This upgrade also fixes a couple of bugs in 
the operation of former versions of this program, and adds a much better 
routine for locating the data byte Ultra.System stores for use by its 
<find> command, so that the bent arrow carriage return symbol patch 
works better with UMW. I also noticed that users of 5.25 disks were not 
prompted to insert the disk when Ultra.System and/or Super.System 
was about to be patched, and since SEG.M 1isso large that no room exists 
to place these files on the same side with it on a 5.25 disk, I wonder why 
no one ever raised the problem. Anyhow, it is fixed. Joe Bradley and 
Wally Bradford together pointed out some problems with the “Don’t dis- 
able boldface” patch, and Wally suggested some different patch locations 
which resolved them.

in the process, raise their expecta- 
tions about what they can achieve.” 


Crossroads grantees will receive 
support from Apple for three years. 
The first will consist of “seed” grants 
of computers to help teachers de- 
velop their curriculums. During 
the second year, projects that meet 
their proposed objectives will re- 
ceive additional equipment for full 
implementation, for a total grant of 
up to 20 computer systems. In the 
third year, Apple will help schools 
disseminate the results of their 
work. Cash support for software, 
inservice training, and other needs 
will also be included as part of the 
grant. 


“While we want students to develop 
cognitive thinking skills that will 
last a lifetime, we’re also concerned 
that learning be more relevant for 
them,” stated Gooden. “Inthe hands 
of skilled teachers, computers can 
help bridge what they’re learning 
inside their classrooms with what’s 
going on in their lives outside of 
school.”

The special options portion of the 
menus have been changed, because 
there are now three files patched by 
SuperPatch. The previous “[S]witch” 
option is now replaced with 
“(1)...[2]...[3]” with the command for 
the current menu disabled. 


SuperPatch patches only areas it 
“understands” well enough to pro- 
ceed confidently with making 
changes, and refuses to alter those 
which it reads as “unknown.” De- 
pending upon how likely I thought 
problems might occur, SuperPatch 
checks from one to six bytes before it 
decides whether it knows what it is 
doing. If you are using a 1.x version 
of AppleWorks, SuperPatch will ref- 
use torun. If your version of AW has 
areas patched differently than the 
patches SuperPatch installs, it is 
likely that those areas will be re- 
garded as “unknown,” and Super- 
Patch will not respond to the toggle 
which would normally change such 
an area. The solution, in such acase, 
would be to start over with a fresh 
copy of AppleWorks, or tocontinue to 
use whatever method you have been 
using to manage those changes. 


The examination of AppleWorks 
SuperPatch performs is useful in 
itself, since many of us forget exactly 
which patches are installed on this 
or that copy of our favorite program. 
SuperPatch will quickly inform you 
what has been done, and whether 
the file belongs to AW 2.0 or 2.1. 
“Factory fresh” code is returned as 
“normal,” and patched code as “in- 
stalled.” You will be notified of the 
version number the first time Super- 
Patch looks at APLWORKS. SYS- 
TEM, and it appears at the top of 
each menu. SuperPatch, of course, 
installs 29 patches to 8-bit Apple- 
Works, but more important, de-in- 
stallsthem too. This is accomplished 
by a software toggle. Pressing the 
letter corresponding to the patch de- 
scribed onthe menu alters the file so 
that “normal” code is replaced by the 
patch code, and patched (“installed”) 
code is replaced by factory fresh code. 
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SuperPatch -always- looks at 
APLWORKS.SYSTEM first, and as- 
sumes that the other files to be patched 
are taken from the same release of 
AppleWorks. Thereis no way to bypass 
the first look at APLWORKS. SYS- 
TEM, since it is critical to the correct 
operation of the program. After the 
first look, you can move between the 
various menus whenever you like. 


Asa precaution, there is no error trap- 
ping in SuperPatch. Better to crash 
into BASIC than mess up a file. And 
besides, the BASIC error messages 
are quite informative, so that you will 
know what to look for in correcting the 
problem. Generally speaking, the 
most frequent problems are using the 
wrong version of AW and getting the 
prefix wrong. You will also get error 
messages if you answer the question 
about the Beagle Bros macro program 
incorrectly. 


AND...never attempt to patch origi- 
nal disks. Right? Right... 


If you answer the several questions 
SuperPatch asks you correctly, you 
should have no problems with the rest 
ofthe program. Defaults are expressed 
as capital letters; in some instances 
“Y,” and in others “N,” so pay atten- 
tion tothem until you get toknow how 
they work. 


The answer to the first question, re- 
garding the use of large capacity stor- 
age devices, determines whether or 
not SuperPatch will prompt you for 
disk insertions when it is changing 
files. Ifyou are using 143 K(5,25 inch) 
floppies, SuperPatch assumes each 
one has the same volume name, as 
they do in Claris’s official disks. For 
those with larger capacity storage 
devices who are curious, answering 
“N” won't hurt anything, and you will 
be able to see how the prompts work. 


The second question regards “slinky- 
type” RAM cards. If you accept the 
default “N,” the option on the 
APLWORKS.SYS menu to size the 
desktop will appear with a “n/a,” 
meaning that itis not relevant to your 
version of AppleWorks. There does 
not appear to be any harm in answer- 
ing “Y” if you are using a //GS, since 


AppleWork’s memory manager will 
lock out this code in that case anyway. 
The specific aspect of AppleWorks 
addressed by this patch is the size of 
“SYS. DESKTOP.” See below for more 
information. 


You will be asked if you are using an 
ImageWriter next. If you accept the 
default “Y,” you will be able to install 
the sub/superscript patch in the 
SEG.PR menu. “N” will return this 
patch possibility as “N/A.” 


The question about Beagle Bros macro 
programs is very important, since the 
answer determines the name of the 
file SuperPatch will look for, as it 
begins the patching session. The 
Beagle macro programs change 
APLWORKS.SYSTEM to APL- 
WORKS. SYS. _ If you give Super- 
Patch the wrong answer to this ques- 
tion it will crash with an error mes- 
sage from BASIC. Type “RUN,” hit 
return, and answer it correctly the 
next time through. 


Of key importance is the query for the 
volume (and subdirectory) in which 
AppleWorks is located. There are no 
defaults in SuperPatch for this infor- 
mation. So you have to get it right, 
and be sure to precede it with a slash 
(/). If you miss, you will get an error 
message when SuperPatch tries to 
access the volume, and a BASIC 
prompt. Just type “RUN,” press re- 
turn and answer the questions over 
again. 


HOWEVER, if you locate SuperPatch 
in the same directory as AW, and set 
the prefix to that subdirectory before 
yourunit(as youcando with ProSEL), 
then it is not necessary to enter the 
volume and subdirectory at this query. 
Just hit return and SuperPatch will 
go about its business. 


After this point, operation of the pro- 
gram is almost automatic, except for 
disk insertion, when you are using a 
single 143k drive. To repeat: When 
SuperPatch looks at the files you di- 
rect it toward, it analyzes several bytes 
in each patch area. In most cases the 
results are reported as either “normal 
(factory fresh code)” or “installed 
(Superpatch Cont on page 8, col 2)

(patched),” or “unknown.” Ifthe latter, 
SuperPatch will not respond to any 
requests to change it. This is a precau- 
tion which is long overdue, as far as I 
can see, in the business of public do- 


main patch programs, including some 
Ihave written, which usually go ahead 
and install their patch, no matter what 
is right or wrong about the file to be 
patched. SuperPatch’s standard for 
“normalcy” is a “factory fresh” copy of 
AppleWorks. 


There are some exceptions to the nor- 
mal-patched-unknown descriptions. 
SuperPatch returns “changed” as a 
result from its look at your cursor 
blink rate, instead of “installed,” if it 
is not “normal.” There are many 
possible combinations of the parame- 
ters which control this functioning. 
For AW 2.0 the “no return” area is re- 
ported as “143k norm” or “800k norm,” 
depending upon whether the code is 
from the 143k (5.25) disk or the 800k 
disk, if the patch is not installed. For 
AW 2.1, no such differentiation is 
made, but for the record, the official 
800k release code is the same as was 
found on the 2.0 143k disks. (I do not 
have the 143k release disks for 2.1.) 
The desktop sizer option returns ei- 
ther normal or the actual size of the 
current desktop configuration (or un- 
known). Andin certain cases, “n/a” is 
returned, either because of your re- 
sponse to one of the initial questions, 
or because the specific patch is not 
relevant to version 2.1 of AppleWorks. 
These last exceptions are noted be- 
low. 


SuperPatch changes your files when 
you choose an option from a menu, via 
a toggle. If the patch area was found 
to be normal, SuperPatch patches it. 
And vice-versa. Thetwo exceptions to 
this are the cursor blink rate and 
desktop sizing options: They take you 
to BlinkerWorks and SlinkyWorks, 
respectively, where the various op- 
tions are explained, and your current 
settings displayed. BlinkerWorks 
does not have any real effect if you use 
the Beagle Bros macro programs, and 
so SuperPatch will not let youin if you 
are using either of those macro pro- 
grams, in case future versions of the 
macro programs would have problems 
if these areas are patched.
